14, 23 June the main transmitter started to go had* A fuse 

blew out and thereafter the output dropped off frost 2$0 *>49 
watts* As yet wo bare been unable to repair tha set# but have 
since 2k June made our contacts with the 100 tfatt spare trans- 
mit tor, Thus far it has been adequate* 

15* Paring the period of our operations in the area of Steyr-^ 
ling# many problems ^ clearance and liaison have arisen, li > 
la unnecessary to discuss* those in detail; suffice it to ssy 
that after initial difficulties have been overcome# good re- 
lation a were established with all local headquarters abd eutb-

16 , In reply to London’ a statement that a control sign "SIC* *' 
had been sent from the Central# it may be flatly stated that 
such la not true, London probably misread the lottera "8SP*#

17® Oapt. THftt’s arrival 25 June with the SI questionnaire 
and oral instructions to transmit it has placed me in a very 
difficult position* X was Instructed in kunich that the ope- 
ration was to be strictly limited to an exploitation of its 
GB aspects* This questionnaire# however# cocoits us Irrevocably 
to a positive rather than a negative line of action. In view 
of General DONOVAN* r expressed do a ire to turn all of this over 
to the Russians# it la difficult to see ho* this can be ever 
fulfilled once we have asked the questions submitted by SI, In 
view of this inconsistency of directions coupled with the /or y 
soxtoua possibilities inherent in such an undertaking, I request

13. It la my belief that both the organization and ,the direction 
of Amerioan Intelligence agencies are inadequate for the success- 
ful operation of these networks as a serious effort to penetrate 
Rossi qp occupied territory. However, I do not believe It will be 
fr Amerioan interests to destroy, by handing It over to Russia, 
the net. In Rumania, at least, it can function without assistance 
or direction from this side. My recommendation is that it be al- 
lowed to do dust that. Key personnel now in our hands could be 
disposed of through the IC at Freising, some allowance being made 
for the offer which they have made. The Central can be easily 
dismantled. Unless we are sure to eliminate forever all personnel 
Involved thus far, a double-cross such as that contemplated in the 
plan to turn over all the information to the Russians uould event- 
ually become known, and would possibly result in the alienation 
of most of those well-placed political elements in Rumania and 
Hungary who are tied into this net, and who now seem so favorably 
disposed towards the United States, ffo would thus loose potential 
frSends without realising any gain commensurate with such a loss; 
for all that we could hope for hy such a move would be grfetitud* 
and appreciation from s government which has heretofore never dis- 
played much of either©
